This was the most unlawful, thick-skulled, 
and extraordinary proceeding that ever took 
place in a Common Council in America. The 
Chicago Aldermen are certainly a most re- 
mar class of people. Fortunately for 
them, however, before they adjourned the 
City Attorney came in and explained to them 
the nature of the illegal blunder they had 
committed, whereupon they reluctantly re- 
considered their ordinance and laid it on the 
table temporarily, and soon thereafter ad- 
journed, wiser but sadder men. 


THE LAW OF CONTESTED ELECTIONS. 

The high ground taken by the Common 
Council, that the charter was adopted at the 
close of the polls on Friday, or that the can- 
vass of the vote by the Common Council puts 
the charter into operation finally and con- 
clusively, is one of those absurdities which 
are the out-cropping "of ignorance. The 
charter itself provides that the manner of 


| conducting and voting at elections to be 


held under this act, and contesting the same,” 
shall be the same as under the general laws 
of the State in relation to county elections. 
The General Election law of Illinois, Sec. 
117, reads: 

Any five electors of the county may contest an elec-

Sec. 121. A certified copy of the judgment of the 
Court shall have the same effect as to the result of the 
election asif it had been so declared by the canvass- 
ers, 

Sec. 123, In all cases of contested elections in the 
Circuit or County Courts, appeals may be taken to the 
Supreme Court in the same manner and upon like 
conditions as is provided by law for taking appeals on 
cases in chancery from the Circuit Courts, 

Other sections provide that the proceed- 
ings in the Circuit Court in cases of contested 
elections shall be in the same manner as in 
chancery cases. 

Sec. 184 declares that these provisions 
shall apply, as far as practicable, to all elec- 


tions in the State, whether, general, special,

THE REAL ANIMUS OF THE “TIMES.” 

It is proper that the public should under- 
stand the true motives of Wrmeus F. Storey 
in prostituting what little influence the Tunes 
has to the support of the frauds and rascali- 
ties by which the Common Council Ring 
sought to force the charter of 1872 upon the 
people of Chicago.

NATIONAL BANK CIBCULATION. 
For some years past the National Banks 


have been the objects of attack from that 
class of financiers who want an unlimited 
currency based on the faith and resources 
of the nation.” For atime the Grangers 
joined in the general raid on the system. 
The burden of the indictment was (1) that 
National Banking was a monopoly, and (2) 
that the people were required to pay $18,- 
000,000 or $20,000,000 interest on the bonds 
owned by the banks to enable them to earn 
excessive profits on theircirculation. So long 
as the defense of the national system of 
banking was confined to argument, it was im- 
possible to convince the opponents that they 
were wrong in regard to the alleged exorbi- 
tant profits on circulation. But recent events 
have furnished a practical demonstration of 
the facts in the case. 

To begin with, there is no longer a mo- 
nopoly in the National Banking business. 
Any State, section, or city can have as many 
banks as another if it has the capital. Bank- 
ing under the national law is as free as 
farming or manufacturing. Any association 
which deposits $50,000 worth of bonds with 
the Umted States Treasury may issue $45,000 
of cironlating notes. Any National Bank 
already in existende may increase its circula- 
tion, or decrease it, or withdraw it altogether. 
To increase the circulation it is only neces- 
sary to deposit bonds, 90 per cent of the 
face of which may be issued in circulating 
notes. To withdraw or decrease the circula- 
tion it is only necessary to send to the United 
States Treasury the amount of greenbacks 


making exorbitant profits out of their circula- 
tion, and that the people have contributed to 
these profitg by the payment of the interest 
on the bonds deposited to secure this circula- 
tion. The present tendency of the currency 
is exceedingly healthy; it will acquire, at 
this rate, a greater actual value than it ever 
had before. ‘There has been an absolute con- 
traction of between $16,000,000 and $17,000,. 
000 in greenbacks and National Bank notes, 
and to this must be added a practical con- 
traction of $6,000,000 more employed in the 
redemption of mutilated currency. But, 
notwithstanding this contraction, there is no 
complaint anywhere of a scarcity of currency 
for the transaction of the business of the 
country.

The New York Times, which at the commence- 
ment of the Bezcner trial appeared to be one of 
the strongest supporters of Plymouth Church 
and its pastor, has recently published one or 
two editorials not violently in favor of the 
defendant.

portant journal in the country. Let an opinion 
be expressed which does not violently favor Mr. 
Bexcuer, and instantly come the anonymous 
letters of scorn and painful threats to stop the 
paper. It is sad to think that there exists even 
a fraction of u community which forgets that an 
anonymous letter is a symbol of cowardice. 
Even wheréthe writer puts his name to his re- 
monstrance, he shows himself to be liberal 
and even bigoted. He wants nobody to enter- 
tain an opinion contrary to his own. Whatever he 
cannot agree with he denounces, and endeavors 
to repress with threats of withdrawing his pat- 
ronage. He acta not upon his judgment but 
upon his feelings, and, because an editor declines 
to see through his spectacles or worship his 
idol, he instumily seeks to damage him and bis 
paper. It is also remarkable that the opponents 
of Mr. Bercuzr away from New York never de- 
scend to this policy of anonymous denunciation 
because the editors do not prophesy them good 
things.” A well-condacted newspaper bases its 
utterances upon facts, not feelings, and if the 
two conflict, so much the worse for the feelings. 
If Mr. Baxcurzr’s case is 80 hopeless as to irri- 
tate his friends, let them denounce him, not the 
editor who tells them so.
